Industrial Arts Dept. 
Gets Farm Machinery 

Representatives of the John Deere 

Plow Co. Confer With Mr. Woods 
Concerning Loan of Machines 

Several representatives of the John 
Deere Plow Company visited the In¬ 
dustrial Arts department of the Jun¬ 
ior College on Friday, April 5, to 
confer with Mr. Woods about the 
loaning of several new farm imple¬ 
ments to this department. These 
tools will be placed here for display 
only. 

The new equipment* contains many 
of the most modern developments 
and innovations in farm machinery. 
The proposed consignment of im¬ 
plements wiU include the following: 
a 1'--horse-power type E gas engine 
with a pump jack to fit; a side de¬ 
livery rake; a riding cultivator; a 
corn binder; a walking plow; a disk 
harrow; a high-speed trailer, equip¬ 
ped with rubber tires and built for 
use with tractor, auto or horses; a 
wagon gear, with special wood and 
metal finish of varnish and enamel; 
a corn and cotton planter with a pea 
and bean planting attachment; and 
a mowing machine, which will be 
equipped with an electric motor and 
transparent gear housings to show 
action of ell gears and moving parts.
